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The  Commission  on  Education 
which  conducted  a  very  exhaustive 
investigation  into  the  school  ques- 
tion, and  everything  connected  with

A  picturesque  ritual  such  as  this 
generation  has  seldom  aeen.  marked 
with  mediaeval  flavor,  and  remin- 
iscent of  the  great  cathedral*  and 
conventional  churches  of  Western 
Europe,  will  be  observed  when  the 
nave  of  the  new  cathedral  "Is  for 
ever  set  spart  from  all  profane  and 
common  uses"  tomorrow  week.  In 
the  presence  of  the  leading  church- 
men of  Canada,  and  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Mother  Church,  and  the 
sister  church  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  consecration  of  the  third 
Church  df  Christ  in  this  city,  the 
ritual  used  when  the  great  Liverpool 
Cathedral  was  dedicated— also  on  a 
hillside  overlooking  the  sea— will  be 
extensively  followed. 

Thus  past  and  present  will  be 
linked,  as  the  English  Church  of  the 
Reformation  Is  linked  with  the 
faith  In  which  the  great  Gothic 
buildings  were  reared  by  an  earlier 
generation. 

Nor  will  the  stately  symbohsm  of 
a  past  age  be  wanting  as  the  pro- 
cession moves  from  the  old  building 
to  the  new.  where  the  Bishop  of 
Columbia  becomes  the  central  figure 
In  the  ceremony.

Mr  W  R  Robb.  vice- president  of 
the  Cansdisn  National  Railways.  In 
charge  of  colonization  for  the  rail- 
way company  as  well  as  telegraplis. 
radios  and  a  number  of  other  Im- 
portant issues  with  which  the  rail- 
way has  to  deal,  was  In  the  city  yes- 
terday He  was  accompanied  by  Mr 
R.  C.  W  Lett,  of  Vancouver,  who  Is 
associated  with  the  colonization 
branch  of  the  system  Mr  Robb  was 
caller  upon  Hon  8.  P.  Tolmle  yes- 
terday morning,  when  fgg  a 
time  he  discussed  with  the  Premier 
of  the  province  matters  of  mutual 
Interest  connected  with  the  settling 
up  of  this  province. 

"In  our  colonization  activities  dur- 
ing the  past  year."  said  Mr  Robb. 
"we  have  given  special  attention  to 
the  British  Isles  with  a  view  to  In- 
creasing the  flow  of  the  beat  type 
of  British  settlers  to  Canada.  Our 
efforts  in  this  direction  have  met 
with  market  success  British  Immi- 
grants to  Canada  during  192a  num- 
bered 58.848.  The  increase  in  1929 
will  be  about  15  per  cent.  Plans  are 
now  under  way  to  still  further  In- 
crease the  movement  of  this  desir- 
able class  of  colonist,  so  that  we  look 
forward  to  an  even  larger  immigra- 
tion from  the  Homeland  next  year 
"This  year  we  have  concentrated 
especially  upon  the  movement  of 
British  Juveniles  to  Canada,  as  the 
younger  people  are  most  adaptable 
to  the  changed  conditions  of  life  In 
a  new  country.  We  have  brought 
out  this  year  about  1.250  British 
Juveniles,  more  than  double  the 
number  brought  last  year.

Mr.  Robb  said  that  the  business  of 
the  telegraph  department  Is  Increas- 
ing so  rapidly  that  the  company  Is 
finding  It  difficult  to  provide  In- 
creased facilities  fast  enough  to  take 
care  of  the  growth  In  business.  Ad- 
ditional carrier  current  facilities,  by 
means  of  which  a  large  number  of 
messages  can  be  transmitted  simul- 
taneously over  one  pair  of  wires,  are 
being  provided  as  rapidly  as  possible.

EXTENDING  SPHERE  OF  USEFULNESS 

Blr  Henry  Thornton,  president  of  the  Cana- 
dian National  Railways,  has  been  appointed  a  di- 
rector of  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada  His  accept- 
ance of  this  position  has  aroused  criticism  in 
aome  quarters,  but  any  reasons  adduced  to  show 
that  he  should  not  act  in  such  a  capacity,  be- 
cause of  the  appointment  he  holds  under  the  Do- 
minion Oovernment.  are  not  substantial  ones. 
They  are  of  such  a  nature  as  if  generally  accepted 
and  acted  upon  would  estop  some  of  the  brightest 
Intelligences  in  the  country  from  rendering  the 
widest  service  that  can  logically  be  expected 
from  them.  Sir  Henry,  by  his  knowledge  of  the 
trends  of  Canadian  opinion  in  a  variety  of  direc- 
tions, can  be  of  Invaluable  service  In  the  discus- 
sion of  policies  affecting  any  banking  institu- 
tion. After  all,  the  business  of  the  railway  com- 
'panles  and  the  business  of  the  banks  of  the 
country  have  a  good  deal  In  common.  Their  In- 
terests In  many  respects  are  interlocking.  There 
are  directors  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  who  are  presidents  and  directors  of 
different  banks  The  pioneering  transconti- 
nental road  of  the  country  benefits  and  the  Do- 
minion itself  derives  advantages  through  this 
arrangement  of  bringing  the  best  financial  ad- 
vice to  bear  on  Its  management.  It  Is  In  the 
Interests  of  Canada  that  Sir  Henry  Thornton 
should  sit  on  a  board  of  one  of  the  chief  finan- 
cial institutions  of  the  country.  Just  as  it  would 
be  of  greater  advantage  still  were  some  of  the  big 
financiers  of  the  Dominion  Included  on  the 
board  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways. 

There  is  too  much  squeamlshness  displayed  in 
any  hypercritical  attitude  opposing  Blr  Henry 
Thornton  being  a  member  of  the  board  of  the 
Royal  Bank.  He  is  widely  recognized  as  an  effi- 
cient executive.  Wherein  lies  the  logic  In  at- 
tempting to  circumscribe  his  usefulness  where 
the  general  Interests  of  the  well  being  of  the 
country  are  concerned.  If  he  can  render  useful 
aervice  as  a  director  of  the  Royal  Bank,  so  much 
the  better.  His  services  In  this  respect  are  being 
given  gratuitously  and  they  cannot  adversely 
affect  the  fortunes  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railways.  On  the  contrary,  the  probability  is 
that  these  fortunes  will  be  fostered  for  he  will 
bring  to  the  deliberations  of  the  banking  board 
viewpoints  affecting  transportation  and  of  large 
masses  of  the  people  of  Canada  that  will  be  assets 
In  guiding  policies.  Indeed,  the  likelihood  la  that 
the  Canadian  National  Railways  will  benefit  by 
81r  Henry's  association  with  the  Royal  Bank.  In 
a  matter  of  this  character  It  Is  the  larger  Inter- 
ests of  the  country  as  a  whole  that  should  be  con- 
sidered. 


LABOR  AND  DISARMAMENT 


The  representatives  of  the  British  Labor 
Government  now  at  Oeneva  have  submitted  a 
resolution  to  the  League  of  Nations  Disarma- 
ment Committee,  certain  features  of  which  bid 
fair  to  arouse  a  good  deal  of  discussion.  One  of 
these  deals  with  the  limitations  of  mllltasy 
strength  of  any  nation  signatory  to  the  League 
Covenant  and  Involves,  not  only  a  limitation  of 
numbers,  but  a  limitation  of  the  period  of  train- 
ing for  military  purposes.  Now,  that  on  the  face 
of  It  seems  to  be  a  matter  for  national  decision 
The  greatest  weakness  likely  to  develop  In  the 
attempts  of  the  League  of  Nations  for  world  bet- 
terment lies  In  Incursions  Into  affairs  that  are 
purely  of  national  concern.  The  question  of 
training  for  military  purposes  comes  within  this 
category  Just  as  the  question  of  what  defensive 
strength  is  requisite  for  national  insurance  must, 
in  the  last  emergency,  be  one  of  self-determina- 
tion for  any  nation. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  British  peoples 
being  bound  by  International  decrees  as  to  any 
term  of  training  for  naval  or  military  purposes 
It  is  more  difficult  still  to  believe  that  France,  or 
Italy  or  Japan,  would  alter  their  present  meth- 
ods, whlrh  are  the  outcome  of  years  of  experience, 
at  the  behest  of  Oeneva.  The  Labor  proposal 
savors  too  much  of  that  internationalism  which 
would  make  a  League  of  Nations  the  Paul  Pry 
of  civilization.  Without  the  highly-trained  Old 
Contemptlbles  and  the  intensely-disciplined 
army  of  France  the  story  of  the  Great  War  might 
have  had  a  different  ending,  yet  this  is  an  out- 
standing lesson  of  history  which  the  Laborltes 
of  Oreat  Britain  seem  to  want  to  see  thrown  into 
the  discard  Training  for  military  purposes,  varies 
in  different  countries,  and  will  continue  to  vary 
according  to  conditions  and  the  racial  element. 
The  matter  is  only  worthy  of  comment  In  an 
academic  way,  because  the  chances  of  the  Labor 
resolution  finding  favor  at  the  Oeneva  discus- 
sions are  very  slim. 

A  more  serious  portion  of  the  Labor  resolution 
Is  that  dealing  with  the  "recognition  of  a  compe- 
tent International  authority  to  watch  and  report 
upon  the  execution  of  the  treaty."  This  would 
necessarily  mean  International  representations 
in  all  countxles  who  are  members  of  the  League 
of  Nations  prying  Into  those  affairs  upon  which 
that  League  has  adjudicated.  It  would,  in  effect, 
be  a  new  form  of  International  government  de- 
signed to  enforce  decrees  relating  to  disarma- 
ment. In  other  words.  It  would  be  an  authority 
set  up  which,  by  its  very  existence,  would  ad- 
mit that  the  sanctity  of  International  law  was 
susceptible  to  partial  diminution  It  would  Im- 
ply distrust  of  the  nations  signatory  to  the  Cov- 
enant of  the  League  and  introduce  an  element  of 
suspicion  under  the  shadow  of  which  no  Inter- 
national tribunal  could  survive  for  long 

The  mentality  of  Great  Britain's  Labor  Gov- 
ernment is  not  always  cosy  to  understand.  It 
may  be  admitted,  as  the  cables  claim,  that  the 
new  resolution  to  be  submitted  to  the  League  of 
Nations  Disarmament  Committee  Is  couched  in 
"mild  and  academic  language,"  but  its  intent  and 
purpose  savor  too  much  of  an  attempt  to  pro- 
mote that  very  spirit  of  Internatlonallam  which 
is  so  keenly  resented  in  so  many  spheres  of  so-  |

to  remove  this  meance.  The  Woodlands  Review 
says  that  "the  operator  In  Ontario  cannot  be 
expected  to  add  to  the  cost  of  his  wood.  If  his 
neighbor  in  Quebec  doesn't  have  to  "  In  ad-' 
the  operator  cutting  wood  on  leased  lands  wants 
the  owner  of  the  freehold  to  be  under  the  same 
regulations  that  he  Is  he  suggestion  put  forward 
Is  thai  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  Dominion 
should  initiate  the  movement  for  definite  action 
In  other  words,  the  Dominion  Government  should 
suggest  a  definite  programme  for  Inter -prov  In  - 
elal  agreement.

In  fact,  to  stamp 
out  alcoholism  entirely. 

One  would  think  that  the  Pro- 
hibition Association  would  come  to 
life  and  open  Its  eyes  sufficiently 
to  see  what  a  great  failure  prohi- 
bition has  been  In  the  United 
States  before  trying  to  have  this 
country  enforce  such  a  law. 

If  the  Reverend  Mr.  Mclntyre  and 
his  followers  want  to  see  their  sons 
and  daughters  stepping  out  to  co- 
caine and  opium  parties,  then  let 
them  bring  on  their  prohibition 
laws.

THE  DOIKHOROR8 

Sir. — I  have  been  following  with 
keen  Interest  the  recent  Doukhobor 
t rouble  and  the  ensuing  newspaper 
correspondence  and  comment.  So 
far  no  one  appears  to  have  properly 
diagnosed  the  situation,  but  the  let- 
ter of  Mr.  Arthur  Hinder  In  today's 
Colonist  does  grope,  so  to  speak, 
after  a  true  understanding. 

The  problem  Is  a  serious  one.  Zt 
Is  not  essentlslly  a  criminal  prob- 
lem, but  rather  one  for  the  eth- 
nologist and  psychologist  People 
In  general  know  absolutely  nothing 
of  the  social  and  mental  and  moral 
makeup  of  the  Russian  peasant. 
This  moujlk  Is  unique  among  the 
races  of  mankind  His  nature  Is  a 
maze  of  baffling  anomalies.  Funda- 
mentally, his  outlook  and  measure 
of  life  Is  religious,  but  its  mani- 
festation presents  a  spectacle  of  ex- 
treme paradox.  His  virtues  are 
notorious  and  sublime-— meekness, 
native  simplicity,  sincerity,  domestic 
kindness  and  patient  endurance. 
These  are  standards  that  we  all 
might  well  Inculcate  and  assimilate 
But.  alas  I  the  anomaly  and  paradox 
arise,  for  from  this  condition  the 
moujlk  is  notoriously  liable  to  In- 
stant revolution. 

Being  essentially  a  fatalist  he 
measures  no  stages  In  his  nihilistic 
outbreaks  From  the  Chrletllke  as- 
pects of  his  normal  condition  he  Is 
possesned  by  paroxysms  of  ferocity 
and  passion,  and  no  code  or  law  or 
regulation  will  deter  him  in  his 
course  He  is  obsessed  with  the 
Idea  that.  Ood  commands  his  actions. 
Then  fatalism  has  Its  way.  and 
blindly  he  pursues  his  urge  while 
we  say  he  is  committing  crime  or 
is  running  amok.  His  whole  idea  is 
religious. 

We  should  remember  his  history. 
The  Doukhobor  is  one  of  a  host  of 
sects  that  developed  out  of  the 
Roskol  The  Raskol  was  a  religious 
sect  which  revolted  from  the  ritual- 
Ism  and  ostentatious  ceremonial  of 
the  Russlsn  Orthodox  Church  In  the 
seventeenth  century.  IU  member- 
ship included  many  millions  of  the 
simple  but  devoted  Russian  serfs. 
In  turn  the  Raskol  subdivided  Into 
a  multitude  of  smaller  sects,  of 
which -the  Doukhobor  Is  one.  Their 
theme  and  controlling  tenet  la  in- 
dividualism They  renounce  and 
reprobate  municipal  control  Their 
frequent  and  sudden  outbreaks  may 
be  at  any  freakish  tangent  either  of 
unbridled  licence  or  crime  or  ab- 
surdity The  outbreak  is  not  always 
excentrtr  or  tangent;  sometimes, 
but  with  equal  fervor.  It  la  con- 
centric and  inverted,  as  when,  for 
instance,  whole  communities  pro- 
ceeded to  uoaex  themselves  by  acts 
of  self-mutllatlon 

It  may.  therefore,  appear  that  the 
present  problem  before  the  Govern- 
ment here  Is  a  complex  one.  Can 
these  poor  people  be  handled  by 
mere  force  of  gftff  I  doubt  It.  for 
when  was  religious  fervor  amenable 
to  either  force  or  ferocity  of  law» 
Leading  is  the  obvious  expedient  but 
Is  Impracticable  Shepherding  seems 
to  be  the  solution  Whatever  the 
solution,  if  any.  It  la  well  to  under- 
stand the  conditions  and  hence  my 
temerity  in  so  advancing  this  letter 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  on- 
coming generation  will  produce  a 
fine  and  dependable  type  of

IT  is  no  exaggeration  lo  say  that  the  variety 
A  of  china  at  Weiler's  is  endless.  Scarcely  a 
week  passes  but  new  shipments  are  received 
from  England,  and  as  they  arrive  they  augment 
the  splendid  display  at  this  store.

"Have  Plants  Mortis?'  the  first 
university  extension  lecture  of  the

Miss  Elisabeth  Scott,  who  de- 
slnged  the  new  Shakespeare  Me- 
morial Theatre  at  Stratford -on - 
Avon  has  transformed  the  Interior, 
adapting  It  to  the  needs  of  a  thor- 
oughly up-to-date  hospital 

Speaking  of  thla  great  boon  to 
women  Dr  Saleeby,  in  "Overseas." 
writes: 

"Crook es  has  gone,  and  Rontgen. 
and  Becquerel;  and  Professor  Curie 
was  killed,  very  young,  in  a  motor 
car  in  the  streets  of  Parts,  now 
long  years  ago.  But  Madame 
Curie  Is  still  alive  and  well.

Prematurely  Old  Vet- 
eran* Problem  for  Domlnian 
fcaya  Gen.  Grteabarh 

QUEBEC.  Sept.  IB  — The  cause  of 
the  ex-service  man  grown  prems- 
turely  old  In  consequence  of  intan- 
gible injuries  sustained  during  the 
war.  and  for  whom  no  pension 
scheme  has  been  Revised,  was 
pleaded  eloquently  by  Major -Oen- 
eral Grtesbach.  president  of  the 
Dominion  Army  and  Navy  Veterans' 
Association  the  annual  convention 
of  which  i*  under  way  here 

"The  prematurely  aged  ex-service 
man.  naturally  now  growing  old. 
not  now  pensioned  for  any  cause, 
constitutes  a  growing  problem." 
said  General  Oriesbach.  "Many  of 
these  men  are  now  present,  and 
the  number  is  likely  to  increase, 
through  no  fault  of  their  own.  and 
they  will  be  thrown  upon  the  coun- 
try without  means  of  support  id 
their  old  age* 

On  the  subject  of  foreign  Immi- 
gration Oeneral  Orteebaoh  issued 
a  verbal  warning.

forces  within  our  country.  I  am 
honored  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
representing  on  this  occasion  the 
press  of  Canada,  and  of  portraying 
to  you  In  a  few  brief  minute*  some- 
thing of  lta  enterprise  and  Its  char- 
acter. The  only  thing  that  has  both- 
ered me  has  been  the  suggestion  that 
newspapers  have  been  able  to  make 
any  economic  contribution  towards 
anything.  That  has  not  been  their 
reputation  as  a  class,  their  balance 
sheets  consisting  frequently  of  lia- 
bilities rathrr  than  assets.  As  a 
contributor  to  material  economics.  I 
cannot  uphold  the  press. 

•Nevertheless,  the  contribution  of 
the  presa  to  the  national  life  of  thU 
country  has  been  one  of  the  most 
important  factors  la  Ita  development. 
Canada  Is  a  country  of  seekers.  It 
has  always  been  so.  It  is  a  country 
of  far  distances  and  blazed  trails. 
There  la  no  country  In  the  world 
that  possesses  the  romance  of  high 
adventure  in  greater  degree  than 
doe*  our  own.  and  the  presa  of  Can- 
ada has  always  been  among  the 
greatest  of  our  pioneers.  The  pre** 
has  always  gone  beyond  Ita  economic 
range  and  has  Kept  tne  outposts  of 
our  country  In  touch  with  civilisa- 
tion. The  preas  ha*  been  the  watcher 
at  the  gate  of  Canada.  It  ha*  been, 
along  with  the  law.  the  balance 
wheel  between  the  ordinary  and 
proper  regulation  ot  life  and  the 
looseness  of  the  far  place*. 

PRESS  AND  AUTHORITIES 
■  From  the  very  beginning  up  to 
today,  people  have  projected  them- 
selves into  the  unknown  and  have 
been  in  greater  or  lea*  degree  th- 
arbiters  of  their  own  morals  and 
their  own  ethical  lives;  until  sud- 
denly the  newspaper  appeared  re- 
cording their  doings,  holding  them 
accountable  to  the  rest  of  the  world, 
indies Ung  to  them  that  what  actions 
they  might  take,  what  atandarda 
they  might  assume,  were  of  interest 
to  the  rest  of  Canada,  and  were  a 
part  of  the  framework  upon  which 
the  country  was  being  built.  The 
pre**  brings  responsibility  to  the  In- 
dividual. The  press  brings  authority 
and  caution  and  moderation  to  the 
person,  wherever  he  may  be.  how- 
ever far  flung  his  post  may  be.  or 
how  small  an  atom  his  authority 
may  be  in  the  great  structure  of  the 
world,  teaching  htm  to  seek  Justice 
and  falrnesS  in  hi*  dealings  with 
men.  This  1*.  perhaps,  the  greatest 
contribution  of  the  Canadian  press, 
that  it  has  held  aloft  a  lamp  for  the 
guidance  of  the  new  people*  in  the 
new  places. 

"It  has  always  been  so.  since  Mrs. 
Draper  brought  from  Boston  the 
presses  and  type  of  The  Boston  News 
Letter,  refusing  to  use  them  against 
her  King,  and  established  her  paper 
In  Halifax  With  her  she  brought 
John  Howe,  the  father  of  Joseph 
Howe,  who  was  almost  the  first  man 
to  give  ah  Impetus  to  Canadian  pub- 
lic expression.  Joseph  Howe  It  was 
who  started  the  Halifax  Nova  Sco- 
tlan.  and  who  attacked  the  Irre- 
sponsible magistracy  of  the  colony 
He  was  arrested  for  libel  and  plead- 
ed hi*  own  case,  was  acquitted  and 
carried  home  on  the  shoulders  of  a 
rejoicing  people  who  realized  that  a 
great  victory  for  free  speech  had 
been  won.    The  history  of  Nova 


marred  by  Invective  and  abuse,  that 
the  French-Canadian  press  ha*  It* 
chief  claim  to  honor.  This  ha*  rest- 
ed rather  In  the  courage  and  rta 
with  which  the  editors  of  thai  raCS 
have  contended  through  nearly  two 
centuries  for  liberty  of  thought  and 
of  religion  and  for  the  true  prlnci- 
pies  of  democratic  government.

During  the  month  of  August  the 
output  of  coal  on  Vancouver  Island 
Increased  materially  over  what  It 
was  in  the  preceding  month  of  July 
For  August  the  output  was  86.088 
tons,  as  compared  with  72*50  tons  in 
July 

The  Canadian  Collieries  kept  Until 
production  about  even  for  the  two 
months  In  July  the  Extension 
Mine*  of  this  company  had  ceased 
from  production  This  was  renewed 
during  August  and  wme  1.616  tons 
were  produced  In  that  month  from 
Extension  workings. 

The  total  for  the  Canadian  Col- 
lieries for  August  was  24.04.4  tons,  as 
compared  with  23.517  tons  In  July 

The  Western  Fuel  production  In- 
creased rather  materially  In  August 
There  were  46.613  tons  produced  In 
that  month,  as  compared  with  36.366 
tons  in  July.  The  Increase  was  due 
In  large  measure  to  increased  pro- 
duction in  both  Number  One  Mine 
and  Reserve  Mine  Wakealah  Mine 
maintained  Its  production  with  very 
little  change  between  the  two 
months. 

Of  the  other  collieries  of  the  Is- 
land. (Jranby  made  a  decided  in- 
crease In  the  production  from  11344 
tons  in  July  to  14354  In  August. 
There  was  also  added  another  small 
mine  during  August,  that  known  as

tons  in  July.

Coal  Creek  and  Michel  produced  re- 
spectively 30316  tons  and  33.426 
tons  In  August,  as  compared  with 
26J15  tons  and  30.075  tons  In  July 
In  addlUon  there  wai  a  produc- 
tion of  only  7.804  tons  at  Corbin  in 
August,  as  compared  with  15.698  in 
July.  The  total  for  East  Kootenay 
was  therefore  little  changed  in  the 
aggregate  during  the  two  months, 
being  71,636  in  August  and  73.986  In 
July. 

The  grand  total  output  for  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  was  in 
excess  in  August  of  what  it  was  In 
July,  there  being  a  total  production 
In  August  of  176309  tons,  as  com- 
pared with  163,538  tons  In  July.

Sept  lfl^-At 
the  meeting  of  the  city  council  Lhi* 
week  sn  effort  wss  made  to  try  and 
solve  the  reason  why  the  by-law  to 
pave  Third  Avenue  and  Argyle 
Streets  was  turned  down  by  thr 
ratepayers  When  the  power  sys- 
tem was  sold  a  few  months  ago  it 
certain  sum  was  set  aside  from  the 
proceeds  for  the  purpose  of  paving 
these  two  streets.

in  the  mailer  when  It  was  de- 
feated. 

Mayor  Steede  stated  that  the 
work  must  be  done  some  linss, 
whether  It.  wss  this  year  or  nejtt. 
while-  Alderman  Hamilton  stated 
that  the  roads  were  a  disgrace  to 
a  city  of  the  size  of  Port  Albeml 
Other  island  elites  much  smallsr 
than  this  were  progressive  enough 
to  hsve  hsd  their  main  street 
psved  long  ago  It  was  then  sug- 
gested that  the  sewers  and  side- 
walks be  built  In  a  proper  manner 
or  at  least  thoroughly  repaired.

8he  was  refloated  and 
started  again  for  Dutch  Harbor, 
where  the  damage  was  to  be  sur- 
veyed, -the  situation  being  serious  as 
considerable  water  was  In  her  holds. 
The  water  Increasing,  the  captsln 
decided  tu  beach  tl»  ..hip  at  a 
favorable  point  and  did  so  at 
Akutan  Harbor  It  was  there  that 
the  Salvage  King,  with  Mr  T  w 
Allan  aboard  to  direct  operations, 
commenced  salvage  work. 

A  portion  of  the  cargo,  some  1.900 
tons,  was  removed  and  dispatched 
to  Seattle  on  the  El  Cedro  and  the 
Oolden  Forest  was  successfully 
patched  and  floated  after  a  period 
of  persistent  application,  and  in 
convoy  of  the  salvage  vessel  was 
proceeding  through  Inside  Alaskan 
waters  In  order  to  avoid  rough 
weather  as  much  as  possible  when 
she  grounded  In  Shelllkof  or  Alaska 
8tralt.  between  Kodlak  Island  and 
the  peninsula  of  Alaska. 

At  the  time  of  the  second  mis- 
hap, the  Oolden  Forest  was  pro- 
ceeding five  miles  distant  from  the 
Salvage  King  and  was  In  command 
of  Captain  Drewson  and  Pilot 
O'Brien,  veteran  Alaska  pilot,  who 
had  been  sent  to  Akutan  to  bring 
the  salvaged  vessel  south.

19.— To  the  aceoinpanlmfnt  of  a 
deep- throated  chorus  of  farewell 
whistles  from  shipping  in  the  hsr- 
bor.  ihe  Canadian  Pacific  liner  Em- 
press of  Canada  sailed  at  1  p  m. 
Wednesday  for  Cherbourg.  Now 
York.  Son  Pranciaco.  Victoria.  Van- 
couver. Yokohama,  Kobe.  Nagasaki, 
Shanghai.  Hong  Kong  and  Manila, 
thus  reluming  to  the  Pacific  service 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  fleet  after 
an  absence  of  a  little  more  than  a 
year. 

As  the  big  white-coated  liner 
tcassed  a  plume  of  smoke  from  her 
three  funnels  and  turned  her  sharp, 
graceful  bow  toward  the  sea  on  a 
long  westward  journey  that  la  to 
take  her  to  the  East,  her  ensign 
dipped  in  farewell  to  England  and 
she  began  a  triumphal  pasaage 
through  lines  of  incoming  shipping 
With  the  innate  courtesy  of  the  sea. 
vessel  after  Yvjssel  swept  her  ensign 
down  tautened  halliards.  Dirty  col- 
lier, greasy  tramp,  bluff -bowed 
trawler,  or  stately  liner  returning 
from  South  Africa,  the  Mediter- 
ranean. "East  of  Suet,"  all  paid 
courteous  tribute  to  the  long  slim, 
white  greyhound  as  she  ploughed 
her  way  towards  a  Ions  sojourn  In 
the  East, 

SMOOTH  POWER 
The  Empress,  her  new.  single  re- 
duction turbines  forcing  her  through 
the  water  with  the  smooth,  rhythmic 
power  that  Invests  her  with  her  title, 
"Speed  Queen  of  the  Pacific'  spread 
behind  her  a  broad,  foaming  wake 
The  Empress  of  Canada  la  the 
sixth  passenger  vessel  of  the  CP.R. 
fleet  to  be  fitted  with  single -reduc- 
tion geared  turbines.  First  to  em- 
ploy the  type  were  the  four  20.000- 
ton  Duchesses,  recently  sdded  to  the 
Atlantic  service.  80  successful  was 
the  new  type  of  engine  that  It  was 
decided  by  the  company  to  make  a 
similar  Installation  on  the  21.500- 
ton  Empress  of  Csnads.  This  ship, 
compsratlvely  new.  was  the  holder 
of  all  speed  records  between  Yoko- 
hama and  Vancouver,  and  now.  with 
a  sea  speed  of  twenty-one  knots,  is 
undisputed  possessor  of  the  title.  At 
the  same  time  as  the  installation  of 
new  machinery  waa  commenced  on 
the  Pacific  vessel,  the  Montcalm  was 
also  re-englned.  the  work  taking  leas 
time  in  her  case  as  msny  other 
structural  alterations  were  made  in 
the  larger  ship.

The  Empress  of  Canada,  which 
left  here  with  a  large  list  of  passen- 
gers, is  expected  to  reach  New  York 
next  Wednesday,  and  will  sail  thence 
two  days  later  for  Victoria,  by  way 
of  the  Panama  Canal  and  San  Fran- 
cisco. Reports  from  the  other  slds 
Indicate  that  great  Interest  Is  being 
taken  In  New  York  In  the  call  at 
that  port  where,  on  the  occasion  of 
her  first  entry  Into  the  Canadian 
Pacific,  the  liner  created  a  sensation.

Public  interest  has  been  so  keenly 
concentrated  for  some  years  past 
upon  the  stock  market,  that  when 
attention  waa  directed,  some  twelve 
months  ago.  to  the  growing  short- 
age of  loanable  funds  all  over  the 
world,  discussion  waa  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  the  possible  Influence 
of  "dear  money"  upon  the  level  of 
security  prices;  snd  lis  possible  In- 
fluence upon  the  volume  of  business 
activity  waa  disregarded  by  many 
people  as  If  it  were  a  secondary  con- 
sideration. 

Needless  to  say.  this  has  never 
been  the  banker's  attitude.  The  first 
concern  of  the  banker  must  be  the 
financing  of  industry.  As  everyone 
knows,  banking  policy  during  the 
past  year  or  more  has  been  largely 
concerned  with  the  possible  harm- 
ful reactions  upon  industry,  which 
a  serious  financial  stringency  might 
produce.  But.  this  has  not  been  the 
predominant  theme  of  platform  and 
newspaper  discission*  Speculation 
and  Its  possibilities  have  absorbed 
an  altogether  disproportionate  share 
of  attenUon;  and  many  writers, 
catering  chiefly  to  the  speculator  in 
the  stock  msrket.  have  treated  the 
subject  as  if  the  possible  conse- 
quences for  Industry,  of  the  situation 
disclosed  within  the  la«t.  twelve 
months,  might  safely  be  neglected 

The  quesUon.  therefore,  naturally 
•rises  as  to  what  effect  the  high 
rwtaa  of  interest  that  have  prevailed 
over  the  past  year  have  had  on  busi- 
ness generally.  A  study  recently 
made  in  this  bank  attempt*  to  an- 
swer the  question;  and  the  construc- 
tion Industry,  with.  Its  many 
branches,  was  chosen  for  the  pur- 
pose, inasmuch  as  It  Is  probably  the 
most  sensitively  subject  to  fluctua- 
tion. 

In  this  cpnnecUon.  attenUon  has 
been  directed  towards  the  bond 
market,  rather  than  towards  the 
market  for  short-term  credit;  for 
our  construction  activities  are 
mainly  financed  by  mortgage  or 
bond  flotation  on  comparatively  long 
terms. 

What  are  the  conclusions  that 
emerge?  It  may  be  said  that  two 
conclusions  appear  to  be  worth  not- 
ing, of  which  the  first  has  consider- 
able practical  Importance,  while  the 
second  Is  of  mainly  theoretical  in- 
terest, though  not  sltogether  with- 
out practical  significance. 

1.  It  Is  quite  certain  that  the  rate 
of  growth  In  Canadian  construction 
activlUes  is  being  closely  regulated 
at  the  present  time  by  "the  price  of 
money."  Our  recent  prosperity  has 
given  so  strong  an  impetus  to  proj- 
ects for  industrial  expansion,  that, 
so  far.  the  influence  of  recurring 
periods  during  which  bond  flota- 
tions have  declined,  has  been  rather 
to  check  the  rate  of  expansion  than 
actually  to  bring  about  a  decline 
of  construction  acUvlties.  But  it  Is 
quite  evident  that  if  the  bond 
market  remains  sufficiently  poor  for 
a  sufficiently  long  time,  such  a  de- 
cline must  eventually  take  place.  The 
construction  Industries  have  thus  a 
vital  Interest  in  the  establishment  of 
more  favorable  conditions  In  the 
bond  market,  with  the  least  possible 
delay. 

1  In  this  connection,  it  Is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  protracted  negotia- 
tions In  Europe  over  the  nature  and 
extent  of  German  liabilities  on  re- 
paration account,  which  have  re- 
cently been  concluded,  will  be  the 
prelude  of  such  easier  condlUons  all 
over  the  world  * 

So  many  manufacturing  and  other 
industries  depend  for  their  pros- 
perity directly  or  Indirectly  upon 
the  state  of  the  construction  Indus- 
trie*, that  all  of  us  have  a  common 
interest  in  thia  quesUon  with  the 
contractor  and  the  construction 
worker, 

2  So  long  as  the  present  close, 
connection  persists,  between  the 
state  of  the  bond  market,  the  aver- 
age yield  of  bonda.  and  the  state 
of  the  construction  Industries,  but 
no  longer.  It  will  be  possible  to  fore- 
cast about  two  months  ahead,  with 
some  accuracy,  changes  In  the  long- 
term  rate  of  Interest,  and  to  forecast 
about  five  months  ahead,  also  with 
some  accuracy,  changes  in  the  vol- 
ume of  construction  activity.  But 
these  relationships,  especially  so  far 
as  the  Ume  element  Is  concerned,  are 
very  likely  temporary,  and  the 
prophet  who  Is  rash  enough  to  make 
commitments  on  the  basis  of  such 
forecasts  will  therefore  have  himself 
to  thank  If  he  finds  that  his  plans 
so  astray.
